The above are the winners of the long 
distance endurance races. In 1926, 1927 and 
1928 Ian races were held with Emile St. 
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Goddard winning each year. In 1948, the 
first year of the Trappers’ Festival, Jack 
Heard won the 20~mile Freight Race which 
was the feature race of the year. 

The organization of the World Champ¬ 
ionship Dog Derby has involved hundreds 
of citizens of The Pas (to numerous to 
mention here) over the years. Since 1963 the 
Kinsmen Club of The Pas has had the 
honor of piloting this major event of the 
Festival. Last year special emphasis was 
placed on the Dog Derby, being Centennial 
Year. The Club was successful in raising 
the prize money, an additional $800.00, there¬ 
fore encouraging greater participation. 
There was an entry of 17 teams, of which 
12 completed the race. This year at least 
18 entries are anticipated. 

The Pas World Championship Dog 
Derby is becoming more unique each year, 
so let’s preserve and promote this event to 
its fullest extent.

Murdock Carriere of Cumberland House, 
Saskatchewan set a new record for the 150- 
mile Dog Derby at The Pas in 1970. Mur¬ 
dock, 20, completed the race in a total time 
of 12 hours, 32 minutes and 15 seconds. 
The team consisted of eight Huskies and was 
owned by his father Bill Carriere of Cum¬ 
berland. Murdock also set a new lap record 
of 4 hours, 1 minute and 55 seconds. 


The average temperature for the three 
days was 20 degrees below zero and ac¬ 
cording to Murdock this made the course 
“very fast’’.

The 25-mile Freight Race of the Nor¬ 
thern Manitoba Trappers’ Festival is truly 
symbolic of the important participation of 
the freight dog in the early development 
of the North. The Freight race covers a 
25-mile portion of the World Championship 
course and the teams of dogs haul a load, 
weighing 300 pounds.

CHAMPIONS OF TOMORROW 

What boy, or girl either, be they from 
the North, South or any other place, does 
not want to have his own dog. 

If they are fortunate enough to live in 
the North and can enter their team in the 
Junior Dog Race, this is a thrill that will 
compensate for the many hours of caring 
for their dogs, hardening-in so as to get 
trail-wise and the many other preparations 
that must be made well in advance if they 
are going to be worth-while competitors. 
The junior race is run over the first eight 
miles and return of the World Champion¬ 
ship Dog Race course, and the turning point 
is marked by green flags. The youngsters 
must not have reached their sixteenth birth¬ 
day and a limit of five dogs can be driven. 
Any type of hitch can be used and the 
driver’s whip cannot exceed three feet in 
length. 

The course parallels the Carrot River 
(No. 283) road and spectators can drive 
along the road and give the contestants 
moral support. The Junior Dog Race is one 
of the many events of the Trappers’ Festival 
that is hotly contested by the Northern 
youth. As long as this keen spirit of com¬ 
petition, which exists in the true Northern 
fashion, is evident among the boys and girls, 
do we have to worry too much about the 
spirit of democracy for Canada’s tomorrow? 

The Junior Dog Race is being sponsored 
this year by the New Avenue Hotel, pro¬ 
prietor Joe Perchaluk.
